The Germ*sns will bear hardship and privation more 
bravely than any other nation on earth, because no other 
nation has been to anything like the same degree schooled 
in the belief that every sacrifice must be made for the 
Btate and that the State’s highest business is war. The 
Imperial Government is unshakable, the loyaity to it of 
the people is beyond all question.’’ 


On April 28, the New York World said editorially: 


‘It will be many a day perhaps before we shall know 
the truth as to the Russian revolution, but one thing ed- 
mits of no doubt. If Russia can be turned back to autoc- 
racy, if it can be subdued by German intrigue, if it can 
be terrorized by the madness of liberty exprossing itself 
in anarchy, the power of that great country on the side of 
the allies must be lost, 

‘*This is a consideration which every opponent of the 
Universal Service bill at Washington should meet fairly 
and squarely. With Russia detached from Great Britain 
and France, or with Russia possibly subjected to the ser- 
vice of Germany, the war would take on new aspects of 
vital importance to all concerned. Not only would the 
great man-power of a vast territory be withdrawn from 
the allies but food resources of incalculable value would 
instantly become available to the enemy. I; would then 
be seen that a war whose duration some of 1s have been 
figuring in months might easily be protracted for years. 

‘‘The Untted States cannot ignore the possibilities of 
this situation without exposing itself to disaster and 
humiliation. ’’ 


On April 25, the London Times, speaking of the 
weekly report of shipping losses by submarine war- 


fare, said editorially: 

“*If fuller details were furnished, the case would be 
found still worse. We see no good, but on the contrary 
much harm, in trying to shirk or minimize the facts. It 
does not deceive the enemy, who sees in it a sign rather of 
weakness than of strength, and ft tends to produce a sense 
of false security among our own people. e do not sug- 
gest for the moment that the returns as given are in- 
tended at er this effect, but we know they do pro- 
duce it. The people do not realize the magnitude of the 
loss because they only see that about 2,500 ships, or more, 
arrived and sailed, and that some fifty-odd were lost, and 
the proportion looks comfortably small. People think to 
themselves: ‘Yes, the Germans get a certain number, but 
they will have to go on for a very long time before they 
make a serious hole in the total.’ 

“It is vain for Sir Edward Carson, who himself al- 
ways has been very frank about the submarine menace, or 
for other members of the Government, to tell the public 
that the situation is increasingly serious, when reassuring 
figures are issued week by week and accompanied by oom- 
placent commenta, It would be far better, as Runciman 
said, to tell the whole truth and to let the country realize 
what is before us. Everything in this country depends 
on the intelligent comprehension by the public of the real 
situation.” 




















On the same day that the London ‘Times thus spoke, 
the London Daily Mail said editorially: 


“This week's return is very grave, Even so, it does 
not show the full extent of the damage done by the Ger- 
man submarines. Its figures, of course, are truthful as 
far as they go, but they refer only to the British ships, 
and the result fs they give a false impression. 

‘They do not include French, Italian, American and 
neutral vessels, all these being sunk, as well as British 
ships. We have reached a point of the war where we 
rely to some extent upon neutral tonnage to bring us our 
supplies; thus the ‘oss of Norwegian and of Spanish ships 
trading to this country affects us, although it makes no 

ce in our returns. 

“The secend point which must be remembered 4s that 
these losses are cummlative. They are felt more and more 
severely as they continue, just as the turns of a thumb- 
gorew are little felt at first, but when they increase they 
grow increasingly painful.”’ 


That same day, the London Daily Telegraph said 
editorially: 


“The gravity of our position has not yet, we fear, 
been realized in spite of the speeches of First Lord Sir 
John Jellicoe andcthers. Sir Edward Carson has admitted 
the menace. He said: ‘It is grave, it is serious, and it 
has not yet been solved.’ Jellicoe, speaking in the early 
days of this year, declared it was then ‘far greater’ than 
st any period of the war. The condition is worse to-day 
than it was when the First Sea Lord spoks, as the latest 
Admiralty returns of ships sunk at sea prove. The Ger- 
j ¢ mans are striking at our most vulnerable point, and they 
_ gfe reaping full advantage of ruthlessness unparalleled 
in modern warfare. They armed themselves with weapons 


i ” of great scientific perfection and, let it be confessed, they 
| | have caught ns at a disadvantage. 
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‘‘No success on land can offer compensation for fail- 
ure by sea. The Germans realize that condition, and for 
that reason they are devoting vast resources of skilled 
labor, material and man power to their submarine opera- 
tions. They are suffering losses, but so far those have not 
been so considerable as to deflect them from their purpose. 
Let us dismiss from our minds the belief that the price is 
too heavy for Germany to pay and that the submarine 
campaign will be ~ on A, The only sound policy in 
war is to hope for the best and to prepare for the worst.’’ 


This extract is from a London cablegram, printed 
in the New York Times of April 26: 


‘*Reports that rationing was on the cards have been 
current for some time, but have been received by the gen- 
eral public with much skepticism, chiefly because of the 
idea, which unfortunately has been allowed to obtain wide 
prevalence throughout the country, that the food situa- 
tion was being painted in unnecessarily dark colors. Con- 
flicting statements made occasionally by various officials 
of the Food Control Department have added to the con- 
fusion in the public mind.”’ 


And this concluding quotation is from the news 
account of the New York Times’s representative who 
met the newly arrived French Commission on Tuesday 
jast. The Times’s representative quotes Captain 
Lionel Corkins, who has been on the French fighting 


front for the past year, as saying: 


‘‘The allies do not expect to be able to drive the Ger- 
mans out of France this Summer, but they will keep on 
pounding all the time, day and night. They may not 
even recapture St. Quentin, which may perhaps sound 
strange to those Americans who have been reading the 
glorious accounts of the French and British victories on 
the Somme. 

‘The loss of life on the part of the allies on the west- 
ern front has been very heavy, and the wounded brought 
into the Paris hospitals were mostly suffering from shrap- 
nel and machine gun wounds, poison gas and shell shoc 
We see very few rifle bullet marks.’’
